It was in the oarlj part of 1881 
alter Gordon had gone, that this iii 

dividual apiienied as a prominent 
lij{ure in the eiist. Moliaiiiel Ahmed 
i>, :\ native ol Doiigola, and liis lathe 
wii- .\iiili and a carpenter, lie 
liiniBcif, was apprenliccd to bis un 

«» to iearu the irado of a boalinan 
It ran away aud became tiio disci 
pie of a fakir or head dervish who 
lived near Khartoum, llo became 
very religious and was hlmsell 
made a fakir, aud In 1870, look up 
Ills residence on tbo Island of Abba, 
near Kana, ou the Wliito Nili!. Ik- 
soon became noted for his devont- 
iiCBS and became weallhy and gath- 
ered disciples about liim. Me mar- 
ried freely, selccliiig wives Iroiii 
amona llie famlliiw of llie most iiilln- 
eiiliai sheikhs of the vicinity. In 
1881 be began to assert tlie claim 
that he was "the Mabdi," the lons- 
expeeted redeemer of Islam whom 
Mahomi^l had foretold, and claimed 
iiMiviiie eommission lo reform Is- 
iMiii, and establish a universal eipial- 
ity, law, religion aud community of 
«Oodn With these fanatical view.s, 
Tie set himself lo gather about him a 
following', lie addressed appeals to 
Ills broMicr lakirs, ciiie of wlioiii in- 
formed llie governmeiil, ftiidinif liie 
belief that he was a madman. Ilaonf 
I'aslia, governor of Soudan proceetl- 
ed to'lako cognizaiiec of him. He is 
described as tall and slim, with a 
blaek iieard and lij,'lit brown com- 
plexion. He reads and writes with 
ditlicully, but be has a goQil . deal of 
natural ability. From his head(|uar- 
ters, about 150 miles above Khar- 
toum, the most ImportaUi city ot the 
Sotidnn and the gate city of Central 
Africa, lie began to assert lilmself. 
The Mohaniincdaiia are, as a rule, 
ignorant and superstitious, many of 
them being but liltle betterthau the 
native negroes lu point of olvlllza- 
lloii. Tho foklrs have a powerful In- 
lluonce overthcni and theMahdl_ not 
onlv used liis power as a spiritual 
loader but also availed liiiiisulf of the 
iutluenco of Ids various fathers-in- 
law, who were most of them sheikhs 
and wealthy slave-owners. lie soop 
had an armed following aud when 
Ilaonf Pasha sent out a dclachmcut 
to bring him in, he repulsed it with 
the greatest ease, and lu the latter 
part of 1881 also whipped a larger 



force under Uasliid Uey that hail 
been dispatched to drive him out of 
Oabcl Gadir. All this tluin he was 
aining recruits by force and 
I'aiiaticisin. Iii.lunoi882 tlie inaiu 
loilvofilii' l';<;ypliaii army of the 
.Soiidiiii, wliii li Abihil Ivadir, wlio 
had succeeded Uaoni' l'aslia,bad gath- 
ered together to crush hliu, was aeut 
against the rebels under oomuiaiid of 
Yussuf I'aslia. This army was almost 
e.ntirely destroyed by the Alalnli's 
forces. Very few of 1 he soldiers es- 
aped and all their eumiiiaiKiors were 
slaln.TbOBOhucccsses struiigtliuiied Ids 
arms anil his followers began ta be- 
lieve ho was gifted with divine pow- 
r that made liim iiiviiieible. 'i'hosc 
ietories iiidiiecd liiiii toassiiiiio the 
oll'uiisive and lie began to ovorrnn 
the country at his own will, but 
I'niletl to achieve any sueeuas against 
tliefoi'liHed towns. It was abjiit 
this time that Kiigliind's attention 
was altracled to liim, utter the rcliel- 
lion of Arabi hail been siippiesseil. 
..ate in 1882 the Alalidi a99.illeil Kl 
Obeid, tlie capital of Kordofau, one 
ol the strongest provinces, but was 
repulsed with tiie loss of O.OUO war- 
iors. Ikdnforeud, lie again bcsiege'i 
llie town and eai ly in l!<S:t the ga' .'i- 
son siirreiidereil, alter lieiiig 'ciuee.! 
t > desperate straits. The eyiique eJ 
lorees were glvou the plev'.aut allvr- 
native of lielng put to (i.-atli or join- 
ing liie Prophet'" my. They chose 
the latter ".;„i llie coiiiinaiider Iskaii- 
der lii'v ami all his followers lieciiiiie 
ill.-lriiiiii-iilal ill ^'aiiiiiig ovei- olli.er» 
and men IVom llio Lgyptiaii army. 
Alter the cant ure of El Oteid, t iu 
.Mahdl remained In Kordofau, but 
his followers were actively eugagtal 
ill other parts of the Suudau. Up to 
this time England liud not Interl'ered. 
In the early summer of 188^! aiiolln r 
strong force was sent out by the 
Kgyptisii govoruliiont, under coni- 
mand of Col. lilies, an oflleer who 
had iloiie good service ill llie Indian 
army. I'ol. Ilii ks defeated a ileiaeli- 
iiientofllie Malidi's troops iu the 
listriet of Seiinai', un Apr. i!SI, killing 
over :IU0 of the rebels, The raliiy 
.^•asoii however ooinpellcd hint to 
siis|iRnd oiioratlons until fall and on 
Sept. 9lb. he began to move toward 
"I Obeiil, adlsuuco of 2:KI miles into 
the inlerlor. A part of iiis force 
were Eiiglislitneii, but liiey were 
liting under Hie Egyptian govern- 
iiiuiil. This army was aunilillated 
In the desert and not a man escaped 
lo tell the lali^. Itwaslale in No- 
liiher wlii'ii llieir fate lieeaiiie 
known from rebel sources. England 
still refrained fioiii taking iwrt lu 
the lighting, but after this massacre 
lie decided lo tend Gen. Cordon to 
Khartoum to "insist" upon the evac- 
iiutlon of the Soudau by the robcl 
forces.

111 the Nile, lull he ehaiigcd Ills plans 
and went up the Nile to Cairo lo 
oiisult with the Khedive. That ruler 
appolutotl hlin Governor General of 
Soudan and so he sot out up ilie Nil 

In hfs dual ca|iai'ity. lie wenl u> far 
as Korosko ami lliun crossed the great 
heiid U> Iterber Willi a single (Siorl. 
on eaineU. Tlioy travetiod tlie 210 
miles in 11 days. Passing np Ihe Nil< 
100 miles, further Gordon reaeheil 
ICIiarloum Feb. ISIIi. lie iiad Iktii 
iiislriicli'ii to assume eoinniaml ui'lln' 
garrison al Kharloiiiu and I'ctalu the 
oldiers until bis work waa ao- 
oiiiplislied. One of his flrst acts Was 
to proclaim tho M<;hdl Sultan of Kor- 
dofau, to pacify hiin. He then re- 
mitted une-hair the taxes, llberaled 
the prisoners conlined for non-pay, 
iiieiit of taxes and |iermllted Ihe Arabs 
to euiitiiiue the proseeullon of the 
slave-trade. He made a bonflroout of 
tho wliipa and bastinado rods used 
to oppress the natives, together with 
liie record books of unpaid taxes. 
Tiie Egyplians were ipiile willing lo 
submit to (lordou's orders and leave 
the Soudan, but the Arabs refusetl 
to be paolfled. In March El Uahdl 
took command of Ills forces lu iierson 
and with an army of 800,000 men 
boldly aiiiioniiced his purpose of 
driviiig out bol'.i Egyptians and iii- 
liduls. Un Mar. 15 Geu. Gordon 
with 3,030 native troops biuihli a bai- 
lie nt llalfala, ton nitles down llio 
river from Khartoum, and tlirongli 
Ihe treachery of two Pashas, whom 
lic^ aflerwaids siiol, was defenled. 
In Hie iiieaiirniie (ien. (iialiaiir had 
captured Tokar, 500 miles away, on 
Ihe Hod Sea, and defeated Osmaii 
Olgiia. Gordon thou tciHgi-aplicd fur 
help and retreated to the fortillod 
town of Kliartoum and unxiuusly 
awailed fur England to send help. 
He liaii native soldiers under 

'I'lie loivn is at lliu 
iuncliire of the White Nile and Dliin 
Nile, 1.500 miles from the sea port uf 
Alexandria at the inonlli of the umiii 
river and aliont 110(1 miles frolu 
Cairo, the seat of goverMiiieiit of 
Kgy|it. Nolwitlisliiiiiliiio llie iiigeii- 
ey of tiordon's appeal England dilly- 
dallied for months and It was not un- 
til Sepleinber lliat Gen. Wulseley 
was sent tolliurosoito. lie was given 
cniiimniid of 10,000 Naked uien. with 
(ien.

land through the desert. Col. Wilson 
with throo steamers up the .river, 
remained at Kortl with halfhlj force 
liimself and let Gen. Eurl stop at 
UlrtI, above Korli and Ueii llereslord 
al Ucrbor slill fnrllier nii. With his 
forces lliiiH seatteied he rcmaiiied in- 
active through December and a part 
uf January. 

Oil Jan. 17 Gen. Stewart fought a 
bailie near Abu Klua Wells and a 
week later fonglila second. In these 
engugeinenis 200 of his 1400 men 
were kilh'd and disabled, ho himself 
being wounded. He linally intreiiened' 
himself at Hetemnoh, half way be- 
tween Berber and Khartoum.

The 
whole country is swarinlng with 
armed Arabs and the ehanevs are 
that the eunccntratlon of those three 
dolachnieiits al Kortl will be attended 
Willi exireiiie danger and dillleulty. 
In Ihe iiieaiiwliilo tin: hot season is 
selling ill uiiil Hie >iil(liers are siekeii- 
ing nnd dyiiii^ from llio intense lieut. 
riio Nile is so low that retreat by 
boat Is cut dir and the English are 
riiiinliig short uf sn|ipl!es. Tlieir 
best guns and much of Hieir aniiiiii- 
iiltion have been cnplnred by Hie 
liels who liiilil every iniportaiil 
town except Korti. Afii r uniting al 
Koril the whole army will attempt to 
Dili baok to Debbeb near Korosco, 
and throw np introncbnionts and 
wait till Ihe Nile rises In Jnne or un- 
lil help can cross the de«ert IVom 
Snakiii. A slrnii;: tmee is now eii- 
ruutc from Enjiland to Snakin. Tiie 
sltustiuu of the Brlllsh army is very 
erilteal aud the chances are that there 
l>c hard ligliling and perhaps 
eveii worse ilel'eiils liel'oie iidp can 
leaeli Ihe lianiU'iil of Hoops who are 
-iirruuudcd by ;KK).Ikii) Arab warriors, 
inspired to deeiKof blood by hale and 
fanatieisiii. Gen. Gordon being dead 
Wolseley lias no objctt in view and 
England has not declared war. His 
lirst sti'p w ill he to secure his own 
safely uiid llicu if reiuforconuuls 
arrive tho British government an- 
II inuMS that Khaitoum will be re- 
captured to vindicate the lienor of 
England and then tho whole country 
will be evaenalcd and turned over 
to llie .Mali li's followers. This proposa 
Ol cvocuation may bo found to be 
I he hardest part Of the undertaking. 
Tills mnoh however Is spoculstion. 
The failure of the present campaign 
is now attracting the alteiitioii of the 
whole world, and Hie one fai l thai 
stands out promiiienlly is Hial Wol- 
seley is grossly iiietUciciil as a niilil- 
ary commander. 

Tho latest advices indicate that 
the siliiatiou is growing morc critical 
every day for the British army. Geu.

bis hand, and ho appeared lu notice 
nothing that went on around him. 
lie wore, attached to hishairin Iriml. 
Iliree small shells tilled willi soiin 
kind of cement or dirt to hold then, 
on. These are royal tradeiiiarkn. 
none but ho bciugallowcd to decorate 
bungs in that iiiunnor, and be looked 
every iiieli Ji king of that sort. Oi 
their cheeks they all had a ra;r}reii 
scar— this is also a royal mark ami i> 
made by scralcliiiig with an arrow 
aud rubbing iu coloring matter— a 
rude eort of tattooing. In aildilion 
to these marks each one had tlie first 
joint of ids right band little llngci 
taken off. This is a geiiend tribiil 
mark. They all showed their linger 
and all were alike in this disligii- 
Jnent. Their skin is not black, but u 
sort of coppery brown, somewhui 
like our Indians, but a shade or twv 
diirker and richer in Idiie. Tliex 
have but little hair and that is cnrleil 
like pigtails. 

The most curious thing about them 
is their language. It is a scries ol 
indescribable clucks, made by turning 
the tongue backward against the 
nidf (if ilic month and snapping it 
forward, not the sound one makes 
vhen starting a horse, but juH as 
inarticulate and seemingly as unin- 
telligible to a human being. Tlie) 
clicked and clucked among Ihein- 
si^lves and llio gentleman in charge 
clipped in am) fli-od his tongno at 
them : 

"lierc's my regards." 

It seemed incredible that men could 
converse among themselves with such 
an elementary form of speech, in not 
beingelevatcd above the twillciiii^ 
ofa sparrow. One cerlainly (imld 
easier translate the barks ami wliiiies 
of his dog Into Knglish. Tliev seem 
to be satisfied with it aud that is 
certainly enougli. 

They have quite a collection of 
African arms ami cui iosiiies in their 
possession— slioil ^nul hni'^ bows, 
Willi sinew or hide strings; spears 
and arrows of reed, iioisoned With 
the juices of plants and capable of 
making havoc in the ranks of an 
enemy.

They 
liavc a collection of ostrich feathers, 
heads aiie Ooiies ol ;,'azelles, gemshoks 
and elands, tiger and leopard skins 
and lions' olaws— all trophies of their 
skill in the ohasd an allowing what a 
luperlority evon pygmiei have Qver 
the brute creation. 



Butter XIaking and Feed for Cows. 



In a late report of Ihc Department 
of Agricnllnie, Mr. Kchvard iliirnett, 
proprieterof tlie Deer foot dairy farm, 
writes as loliows : 

"The essentials to produce the 
best results are good cows, good feed, 
regularity, cleanliness about the sta- 
bles and dairy, and a tliernionieter. 
The tinest Iniltcr is olilaincd in early 
summer, when the pastures are send- 
ing forth their early, sweet, succulent 
grapes, and we depend entirely upon 
tlicm, when these begin to fail, I be- 
gin to feed with a small quantity cf 
grain, iiicreasiufr as the season ad- 
vances. When ill winter (|iiarlers I 
begin feeding at about 5:30 in the 
morning with hay, not so much but 
what the cows will eat it np clean, 
then milk and after milking feed 
grain, from 3 to 0 quarts, according 
Ifi the cow, consist ing of two jiarts 
of Indian meal ami one of bran, or 
feed entirely on ordinary eobbage, 
(corn and eob ground tointher), after 
this more hay which will last until 
9 o'clock. I begin at 3 o'clock with 
hay, llien milk, followed by roots cut 
line or corn meal, then more hay, 
which lasts until about l>:'M. I con- 
sider corn meal on cobbagc the be-t 
feed to produce the largbKt yield of 
butter."

He will be seventy-five years of age 
next April. Ho has had as long 
cinitinnous service in Congress as 
ither Clay or Ilenton, and longer 
ihaii any one at the present in public 
life. He has been in Congress since 
1855. lie was a member of the House 
from that period uutd 18<i7. He hai 
been in the Senate ever since. Ik- 
has been recently re-elected for an- 
oilier term. If be should live to the 
end of that term he would bo eighty- 
one years old. This would give him 
a record of thirty-tive years In Con- 
gress. Tills is a longer record of 
continuous service than any one has 
yet made in our history. There is no 
reason why ho should not live to the 
end of his term and oven longer. 
The Senator is in most excellent 
health, and looks fully as well to-day 
as many men in the Sciiato fifteen 
years younger than he. He appears 
to have a bettor lease of life than his 
colleague, who Is nearly twenty 
years younger than he. A stranger 
would not think there was much 
ilin'eronce between the ages of the 
Vermont Senators.

THE TOWER GF LONDON. 

\n Arcount of Thoss Wlio Ilava llMU Cx- 
•eatwl Tlwns 

I'be Willie Tower wn built by liisliop 
linidiilph, of Itoehestor, under iic rue- 
lions of William the Conqueror, Jiorllr 
u'.U^r the battle of IIiLstii)f;s. in about 
llie year 107U. and is practically in the 
same eoiiditiun toHl.iy us it was whoa, 
in lUU, King .Ste|ilicii kept his court 
llicri! during' V.liit^iiiilide. Hefore 
Sicplien's lime, however, both ^Vllliam 
Kufu^. l!ie aiiu' who in UI-»7 built West- 
ininsier Hall, aiKl Hour}- 1., sons of ti» 
CuiKpicror, had addod ether foftlfled 
places in the tmwedlale neighbivhood 
iif the principal sti-uclurc. Uufus coni- 
plclod his iuiprovcmcats by adding a 
surrounding wall of slone, nearly 
voking an insnrreollon by his tyrannical 
n ay of forcing the people of the neigU- 
lioriiig coiiuties to .suppiv labor ami lua- 
lerial. 

The nivt prisoner of slalc confiocd in 
llie Touer wa.s Itannlph FlamlHiril 
Ih-hup of Durham, who was piaeed 
there by Henry on the death of. BufDs, 
as a punishment for his oppres'sions of 
the commons. Henry was somewhat of 
a demago;jnc. aiol p.iscd before the 
people as a reformer. I'rom this time 
llio I ower was for agivs ii=ed ils u roj al 
palace or a royal ])risoii. with 
tlio varying accoiiipaiumont.s of 
public beheadings and secret axsaa- 
siiialions U) add flavor lo iLs hislory. 
(ioBrey de Maodcville, Kari of Kssex, 
^ranilson of the Do Mandeville who 
fonght under William at Hastiugs, was 
boivdit iry oiist(xlittn of theTowerundar 
IleiiiT II.. and subscipiently a prisoner 
in tlic saiiii' |,Ue. King John v/m bc- 
siegiul ill it by llio baruns who brought 
him to terms at Kuunymede. and was 
compelled by them to cede its iMsses- 
sion to tlio Arclibishop uf ('ant«rbury as 
a p'uHl^e fur the porfovniancu of certain 
conditions of the Great Charter. But 
Jolin broke faith as soon as he reo^nincd 
lie Tower and Ihe barons invited Lewis, 
Dauphin of France, to England, and 
gave him poascssbn. 

The citizens of London jn tlio«e days 
were desperately ill-disposed to tlio 
Tower, lookii;g upon it aa a tliroat to 
llimr liberties. It was so, also, with 
t.bo barons and bnrgosscs of the Ung^ 
diHii geoorally. This was sliuwii when, 
in 1236, Henry 111. snniiiionoil a Piulia- 
niontto meet lUm wilhbi the walls. 
They Qoanimoasly refused lo i^y the 
snmnions, and the King had to retnAt 
to W«stminster. This monarch made 
4cveriil attempts to further strengthen 
Uie royal sironghold, but, after spend- 
ing I"/,0()0 marks on the undertaking, 
the works lie had erccto<l fell to the 
ground amid Uic rejoicings of the peo- 
ple. 

The saddest e|X)chs in all the sad his- 
tory of the Tower were wlien lliniry VI., 
tlie weak but amiable husband of Msr- 
;,Mi ct ot Anjou, after the final defeat of 
ilie Lanon-itriiuis at Bttmet, was mm* 
le., J within it^ precincts; when Geergo, 
D.oa,' of Cl.irciicc, brolher of the con- 
ipicring Vorki.st, Kdward IV. was done 
to death at the instigation of Richard, 
and wlicn Uie latter, the crook-backed 
nillian of whom Shakspearo has given 
us such a leirible picture, caused hie 
nephews, the sons of Edward, to be 
murdered. Tradition says that this lost 
crime was |)oq)otrated in a certain 
tower facing the south side of the White 
Tower, and which forms a ilort ot Inner 
gateway to the main entrance from the 
river. 

It is, however, in connection with the 
Beaucbamp— pronounced Beeehotn— 
Tower tliat the longest list of tragic 
records Is to he found. This tower 
stands eastward, apart from tl>e main, 
or White Tower, between wiilch and 
it is U>c giiiiind which has been 
reddened with the best ' and 
worst blood of England. Here 
the walls are elo(|uont with carven 
work left iiy prisoners. The Percrills 
of Derliyshiri'; the I'olca or Pooles, iJo- 
BOendanU of Kdward of York; tJie 
Dudleys, the Denes, and a hundred 
others have left their names engraven 
on tlie melancholy roll, with insonptions 
tcstifyino; to their sorrow aiid their 
worth. There is one simple name there, 
however, which will stir the sympathies 
of mankind more than oil else com- 
bined. "Jane" is tlie word Uiot is 
twice repeated. It is the name of the 
mior girl who fell a victim to the am- 
bitions of Northumberland and her hu»^ 
band, Kobcrt Dudley; who was crowned 
queen for but a few days, and then laid 
ner gentle head upon the block that 
Mary mi^'lit reign. This, and stujh 
trageili(>s as this, stain the annals of the 
Tower; its bloody records were carried 
on through the ruign of KlizabciJi and 
the Stuarts, and evon wilhlD a hundred 
years some sad work has been wrought 
there: but none that can touch the 
heart like the short story that ends with 
"J8ne."-i8f. Louis aMi-J>tmoerat.

The role of the torpodo-lioat is ti>r- 
riblo; and those who diio t its niove- 
nicnts are exposed to the i;rc:',te-l 
daii;;ers. A single heave ^iloI may 
shatter it to atoms, and when it a;)- 
proivclic^ liie c"M!iny a linil of b;ills fi'om 
Ibe milniilleiises .'iiid rille.s will do ler- 
ril>le e\criitio!i on lM);ird. Tlu'it fore llie 
men* f.if t of cnibarlviiig on a t^irpctlo- 
I iiat is s gieir.uitee of biMvery. Figure 
to yoiii'seU the situation of the olUcer in 
command of such a torpedo-boat who is 
ordered to sink a ship of tlie^nemy's 
squadron. All his surrimndings consti- 
tute ouu vast danger. The very soa that 
hides and protects him duriiw the first 
part of his expedition may in another 
moment toss Ills corpse hither and 
tliil her upon its wiM'es, His adversary 
will T-uiik lo ridillc llie boat with a rain 
of Kteul, oast-iron and lead. The tor- 
pedo itself, which CBiT'.es snob terror 
wldl It, might be touched with a missile 
and.expl.xle, bursting the torpedo-boat 
into atoms. 

The combat coinnienccs. The ves- 
sels of the lleet have opened fire. Shells 
rain in all directiuus. Unc of onr 
cruisers, cannonaded heavily on the 
starboard side by a fort mounting twelve 
Krnpp cannon, is simultaneously at- 
tacked on the larboani side by one of 
the eaemy's imn-clads. She has al- 
ready suflorod severely, ami her posi- 
tion heoomos criticnl. A mast-signai 
from the Admiral's ship is given; and a 
torpcilo-hoal .slarls.

A 
geyser jet of water thirty feet high con- 
OOals the torredo-hoal^ the enemy b'- 
lieves It has been sunk, and utter a Iru- 
mcndous cheer. But the pro'clil > Ii:l.^ 
only ricoclielted and pu.ssed over it. 
Tlie water falls back in rain, and . the 
brave little vess«l reafipears all stream- 
ing with brine, «.■) though It hatl 
<'mi!rgi'd from the s.ra-decps, and rn"h- 
iii'T on at full steam in Ihe face of death. 

Tliorc ar>i only nine men on the little 
vessel, anil Uiey are going to attiurk u 
sort of leviath:ui carrying an immense 
eivw. It is not the liglit of one :igalust 
ten. but of one a^.tinst a hiiudKd. 

Not a single word is utiored beyond 
the nocossary order*. Those men whom 
death ainiajy toueiies W'tlihls lingors 
i.re silent o-id gr.ive. .\i>d ilo not sup- 
IHiso for a motnent that they do not 
think uf the d:oi'.'er. On the contrary, 
they think of nothing else. But it is not 
of their own dangcrr ihev are thinking, 
but of the diinger of fniVire. Ills not 
a ipio^tioii of tljoir lives, but of the .siu> 
cc,.^s of the cnteriiriso. It Is e-t^ontiol 
tint tlie torpoJo boat »hall reach the 
e iciny's tlanV. and rcscuo our omiscr. 
A:!>'r that, if the toritodo boat sinks, so 
iii.i! 'i llie worse. 

Kj^cry iKTve is ..,trjuno«l, every ej'O is 
directed toward the otllecl in view. 
Now tlie boat is only llvemindrod yards 
away from tho ironclad. The fmi ol 
the roitraiUeusos mingles with Uie 
showers of shells and sweeps the deck; 
everyfliing wooden issplintursd to atoms 
Willi gr:ipcslio!. An incessant lire of 
ivpi-.itiiig rules from tlwi mast-tops of 
Uic ironclad pl.ays over the torpedo- 
boat; and tlic hnlls, entering through 
the few i>t)enings In ihn dfyiks. have 
already disuMed Uirec men. Tliev lU' 
itj a corner to whtcli they woro able to 
drag Ihenviolves, for there is uo time 
now to attend to them. Tliey may be 
tlio\ii_'lit of in two minutes more— aft«r 
tlic fale i.f all shall have been decided. 

The torpedo-boat htm almost reached 
its enemy. The sneeess of the ex)iodi- 
tioa is now B.ssured, (or the shell batter- 
ies are powerioss to barm tiie torpedo- 
boat at such sliort range. The riUc 
lire, tciTible as it is. can not sink hor. 
It can only kill some of ber C'rew; but 
that is of no groat consopiouce! Now 
is the time when the Captain needs all 
his surety of eye and eoolness of wlli, 
now is tlii^ time when his men must ex- 
ecute) orders with tho rapidity of light- 
ning, for if ttiu torpedo be fired a s«'c- 
ond too soon it will fail to do its terrible 
duty, and yet if there be a delay of 
a moment tho torpedo-boat must 
dash Itself to pieces against the sides of 
its mighty adversary. 

Now the boat seems almost ready to 
touch the enemy's vessid. Hand-gre- 
nades flung upon her deck rebound and 
burst; one man is killed; the Captain 
has received a terrible wound in the 
face; but, summoning all his strength, 
ho supiwrts himself erect against the 
iron wall by a sublima effort of will. 
Lirhl, drenched with blood, but terrible 
ill his calm n'solvc and bravery, be 
kc^eps his eve still u)>on the enemy.

COINS. 

A Drier Deaerlptlon of ttio Ciilnase of the 
I'nlted Statej. 

Tho coinage law of 171)2 jirovided for 
three gold coins, tho eagle, half-eaglo 
and (luailer-eajrle. It provided for llio 
silver ilolhir, wlTu'li wius to weigh 110 
grains, and lo be "the unit of Federal 
money." In l.'<;!7 a owie of mint laws, 
draw n by .Mr. 11. M. Pattorson. tlio Di- 
rector of the Mint, and adopted by Con- 
gress, reduced the weight of the silver 
dollar to 41'.'.J grains, and the smaller 
silver coins in proportion, and for both 
metals the standard ot fineness used in 
the Mint ot France was adopted. The 
gold dollar was first coined nndor on 
act of Congress passed March 8, 1849. 
By an act of February 21, 1858, an im- 
portant change was unide in our Na- 
tional coinage. By the laws (previous- 
ly existing both gold and silver coins 
except the three-cent i>ie os) wore a 
legal tender to any amount At the 
ratio of silver to gold of 16 to 1, sliver 
was of less value in the I'niled States 
than in Kiiropc, and onr silver coins 
were exported in large uuautitios. To 
prevent this the act inentloned plooed a 
S4>igniorago, or roirit-tax upon silver, re- 
duced the half-dollar and smaUer coins 
in weight, and look from the subsidiary 
silver coins their legal-tender quality 
e^ecjiiing in small amounts. Tho silver 
diillar of 112) grains wiis not included 
in this change. Tho mint wa.' 
no longer to coin silver for indi- 
vldiial.s, hut to piircliaso the molal 
at its market price aiid manufacture 
coins on government ac(;ount. The ct 
feet ot this change wa.s to give to the 
silver coin of this country a curreni 
value snflioiently ab >ve its market price 
'as bullion lo prtweut its exporlid.on, 
and at the some time to make silvoi 
^ouey subsidiary lo gold. Hie silvct 
dollar, liowever, being still legal lender 
to anv ainiuint. and being heavier than 
p. dollar's worth of small coiu.s sttKid al 
la premium of from lilt) to lUS. By the 
lOoina^ act ot 1873, prepared under the 
direction ul John J. iCnox, Comptrollei 
of the Cnrrcney, Ihe coinage of thf 
silver dollar of 4l'i) gndns was drop|M>d 
and in its pliKX! was sulwtiliiti'd the 
didlar of 4'2'l grains, called the "trade 
dollar," sinoo k was intended oidy foi 
the convenience of our trade with 
&lexico and the Central American 
States. China and ilapan, and was nevei 
much used in tli'.seonnliy. cxe<'plliig on 
tile Pa.-itic eoasU Tlie act of 1M7.S also 
provideil that sitver money should only 
be a "legal tender at Ils nominal valut 
for any amontil not cxci*ding five dol- 
lars in any oin' ii.ivment.' This re- 
striction, toi^ctlier witli the omission ol 
the old silver dolliirs from the list of 
authorized coins. re<iilteil in the •■de- 
monetization of silver." of which so 
muph was said when its ellecl beifan lo 
Ik' nt.d rslood. By the "silver bill ' ol 
l.**?? Ilic dollar of grains was re 
stored to the coinage aud again m.iiis 
legal lender. As coin, silver and gold 
are of e<|iial value, one dollar in gold 
being exeliaiiLc ible for cme didbir iu 
silver at a il 1 Kie i.r eitlicr of them 
for one dolbir in p.iper-as lo,;al IciplCr 
of the United States.— IVkieajo Intti 
(kdin.
